Don’t swim if 
you’i’e tired, overheated, or full 
of that last luscious meal. And 
don’t try to entertain your friends 
or yourself by getting too far-out 
in the water. Better to be prudent 
and alive. 

All right, so it isn’t going to 
happen to you—^%ve hope — but 
what about the lad, or lady, who 
isn't primed with reminders? If 
you happen to be present when 
there’s a drowning or near-drown¬ 
ing, it can be highly useful -to 
know about artificial respiration. 

The modern approved life-sav¬ 
ing technique in such cases is 
mouth-to-mouth breathing. You 
place the victim face upward aiid 
clear his mouth of possible debris. 
Then, to keep his tongue from 
closiilg the air passaages, you tilt 
his head back and push or pull 
his jaw so it juts outward, next 
you pinch his nostrils shut. Then 
you place your mouth over his 
mouth and breathe hard at the 
rate of about 12 breaths a min¬ 
ute. If you prefer it, a cloth be¬ 
tween mouths won’t affect the 
passage of air materially. 

If results don’t appear, keep 
trying. Lives have been saved be¬ 
cause the rescuer refused to give 
up. Keep at it until breath re¬ 
turns, or until a doctor has pro-, 
nounced death, or it’s evident 
without a question.

The Feeding Hills Railroad station stood about 100 feet, east 
of the site of the new Post Office.

height of the wooden bridge gave the street a noticeable rise at this 
point which, years later, was leveled down when the tracks were 
abandoned. 

' Tlie train is headed south and will stop at West Suffield and 
Tariffville. Two women and a man are seen on the platform and 
one of them has put up the flag to let the engineer know he has 
passengers to pick up. The fine print on the sign gives the name 
“Feeding Hills” and aso the height above sea level and the distance 
to Springfield and Tarifiiville. 

This railroad line was built in 1897. It came up from Tariffville 
to Feeding Hills, crossed the Agawam River on a trestle in what is 
now Robinson Park, then switched onto the B & A tracks and con¬ 
tinued into Springfield. It was a branch of the Connecticut Western. 

When the line was put in, Mr. Edward Kellogg had the contract 
to supply the construction crew with such items as boots and shovels, 
and hay and grain for the mules. The crew lived in huts they built 
along the right of way in Robinson Park. The mules were owned 
by a Mr. McKinnon. He kept the animals fat and sleek and made a 
special pet of a white one which was so daring and sure-footed that 
it would walk across a trestle on the ties. Besides the long trestle 
over the Agawam, there was a short one below Feeding Hills Center. 

Passenger seiwice was never a paying proposition on this rail¬ 
road but considerable freight was shipped into the area, particularly 
farm supplies and implements and coal. 

Service was legally abandoned in 1938 although the line had 
not been in use for some years before that. On July 1, 1938 the last 
train came in from Connecticut and C. H. Hancock, freight agent, 
for the Springfield division of the New York, New Haven & Hartford 
which then controlled the line, was at the station to supervise the 
return of the only cars left on the tracks. 

The station building was moved and is now in use as a summer 
cottage.

Two fishermen can go to a tackle shop, buy ’'lev;;;.-,,;! inrf'-', fish 
the same lake — even from the same boat — and one n.ay con¬ 
sistently outlisli the Ollier. There are reasons wliy. 

First, the successful fisherman avoids "getting into a rut.” Ho 
varies his retrieve on successive casts, cxpeiimentin^' to find the 
most productive speed and action for liis lure. For instance, he may 
reel in an ABU-lteflex spinner slowly, so tiiat the bl.ide bavly 
revolves. He may let his Finlaiulia idug float (luieily for a few r cc. 
ends, twitch it .several times, then begin an erratic fioating-d!\Ing 
retrieve. He varies the depth at wlikdi his lure nui'!, loo, iiiril h-.; 
finds feeding fish. Ills fishless compunipn probably reels at the 
same unproductive speed and depth. 

Second, the successful angler has studied fish environments and 
habits carefully. He’s learned some parts of a lake are a.s barren of 
of fish as a bathtub, wliiie other spots are favorite "hang-ouh-.” He 
knows that rocks, sunken reefs, brush piles and weed.s are g-'md 
hiding places for fi.®!!. He casts very close to tliem. He knows lio\r 
long to let a lure sink to get it at the right depth for retrieve. The 
successful angler keeps alert for

A fourth reason for success Is care of tackle. The successful 
angler is likely to clean and lubricate liis Mitchell reel and wipe the 
ferrules'of his rod after a day on .the water. He checks his.line 
for frayed spots. As a result, he wastes no fishing time cleaning 
his gear in the field. He knows that everything will work perfectly 
when he hooks a big fish. 

Finally, there Is the "luck” factor. Or is It luck? Occasionally, 
the duffer may take fish when lie seems to be doing everything 
wrong, The expert may go fishless. The expert, however,, will ob¬ 
serve and make mental notes of the "mistakes”. Next time out, he 
may use the "mistakes” as a basis for a new fishing technique. 
Lots of successful new methods have started like this. 

In these ways, the thoughtful fisherman "makes his own luck”.,. 
and depends lots less on cliance. He consistently gets more fish, too.

For the first time in the his¬ 
tory of the Commonwealth a 
comprehensive campaign to edu¬ 
cate the public in the safe use 
of ch,e3nical pesticides is being 
initiated.

Stop and 
think before you open the con¬ 
tainer for in small print on the 
container you will find the fol¬ 
lowing: “neither the Company 
jior the Seller is responsible for 
personal injury or property dam¬ 
age resulting from use of this 
material.” This places the blame 
strictly on the purchaser, for 
when you buy, store, mix or 'use 
•pesticides, you are legally re¬ 
sponsible for any personal injury 
or property damage from your 
actions. Last year over 5,000 
children were seriously poisoned 
by pesticides. 

The Life You Save 

May Be Your Ount 

Read the label on the container 
very carefully, interpret the “Di¬ 
rections,” "Caution” and Notice 
sections as though your life de¬ 
pended on it...it does! DUST 
WHEN THE AIR IS STILL ... 
if you dust or spray when it’s 
windy, you may endanger a 
neighbor’s child, inhale a mouth¬ 
ful yourself, and scatter the dust 
wastfullv. AVOID CONTACT 
WITH SKIN... painful derma¬ 
titis may be your reward for fail¬ 
ing to wear rubber or plastic 
gloves impervious to dust and 
spray. AVOID CONTAMINA¬ 
TION OF FOODSTUFFS... 
don’t munch an apple, a sandwich 
or smoke a cigarette while dust¬ 
ing or sraying, an invisible resi¬ 
due may burn your mouth and 
make you seriously sick.

Rinse care¬ 
fully with water. Dispose of it 
at a public dump, never a water 
supply. Break glass containers 
and punch holes in cans. If you 
can’t dispose of them at a public 
dump, bury them two feet deep.

Probably the one place in the 
whole country that gets more 
queries than any other is Marys¬ 
ville, Ohio. That's the home of 
Scons, the lawn people, and at 
this time of year I understand 
they get up to 1000 letters a 
week. Most of them with weeds 
inside! 

Their service Is prompt and 
it's free. If you've got a weed 
you can't identify, pull up the 
whole plant, sliake the soil off 
the roots, wrap the plant in metal 
foil and send it to Scoits. They'll 
tell you not only what it is but 
how to get rid of it. They also 
have a helpful 24 pages full color 
book called "Vi'hat’s that Weed?" 
It, too, is free. 

If you think you’re the only 
one who has trouble with his 
lawn, cheer up. It happens to 
the very best people. For ex¬ 
ample? Well, we won’t be re¬ 
vealing any state secret when we 
whisper that the gr-tss around the 
White House in Washington has 
been suffering from fungus. Let's 
hope it wasn't ntniced when the 
President held bis Conference 
there on Beautification. 

Fungus isn't a sign of poor 
lawnkeeping. Infection can take 
hold anywhere, particularly in 
hot. humid weather and it may 
damage grass in .a number of 
ways, it can turn leaves yellow- or 
develop small yellow spots with 
dark edges <leafsp''t). It can dis¬ 
color irregul.ir lawn areas (brown 
patch). Liter, it may produce all- 
over red or orange powderj- 
blotches that stain shoes (rust). 

Such diseases are hard to eradi¬ 
cate once they arc c" ident. A pro¬ 
gram of prevention is the most 
satisfactory plan and this is the 
one followed by most golf course 
managers. Scotts Scuil is an easy- 
to-use fungicide and a gof>d pro¬ 
gram is an application every two 
or three weeks in fungus weather.
